1. That no regular official Inspection of the Jail seems to 
have been made since 1908 

2. That his inspection lasted over five hours. 

3. '1 hat second class quality of grain is supposed to be supplied 
to the prisoners, but he is inquiring whether the quality 
supplied really belongs to this class. 

4. The Superintendent of Jail has not been provided with 
samples of grain and food stuffs to enable him to compare 
the quality of articles and that he has no control over the 
Modi. That the Superintendent Karkhanaj^ts will be 
addressed tor arranging necessary remedial measures. 

5. The total number of under-trial prisoners was 74 on 
30th June IQ20, cases of some of them have been pending 
for more than two years. That the Chief Judge will be 
asked to report the reason of delay. 

6 . That the female lunatic, Chunki should be sent to the 

Lunatic Asylum at Lahore, and her girl to the Raj An ith 
Ashram. 


7. Quarters of convict warders in some of the blocks are not 
sufficiently ventilated and some of them require Verandhas 
in front of them. 


S, Raised platforms are required in the blocks just outside the 
iron railings for placing Chatties of drinking water on. 
These may be provided gradually as funds permit. 

9. Samples of articles manufactured are at present kept in a 
stuffy room situated within the inner cordon. There 
should be four Almiras for the purpose situated in or near 
the Superintendents office, so that the intending purchasers 
need not enter the inner cordon. 


TO. There is no separate accommodation for the shops of the 
blacksmith and the tailor. The blacksmith at present work 
in the inner cordon and his implements are within reach of 
prisoners which is dangerous and should be removed early. 
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I I. The wire gauze over the water reservoir should be replaced, 

and the over hanging branches of trees over the Eoz should 
be lopped off. 

12. The layer of sand in the filter is reported to be 8 inches 
only. The Superintendent Jail will be asked to inquire of 
the Residency Surgeon whether this much is sufficient or 
whether a deeper layer is required. 

13. The v/ater of the reservoir, seen through tumbler, did not 
appear to be quite clean as it contained minute green 
particles. 

14. The millers bathe daily. Others once in fortnight. 
Whenever there is sufficiency of water it is possible to let 
prisoners bathe more frequently. The Superintendent 
represents that this would involve additional expenditure, 
as water stands will have to be erected on the seven 
bathing platforms and a new connection will have to be 
made with the main water pipe as the size of the present 
pipe is too small to discharge a sufficient quantity of water 
required at the several places in the jail. 

15. The jail used to turn out good carpets. Endeavours will 
be made to secure the Services of an expert from outside and 
instructions will be issued to Hakims to comply with the 
requisitions of the Jail for spurn wool. 

16. Two special sheds are required for durri-making; the 
present accommodation being highly unsatisfactory. 

37. The Jail Factory is situated at a distance in the old Jail 
building with the result, that the workers have to be taken 
there and brought back every day and require a larger 
number of guards. This is the reason why the present 
total strength of the guard is so high as 120 men. If the 
new Jail building be extended with a view to include factory 
therein and thus made self-contained a reduction can be 
made in the strength of guard with the resultant saving in 
recurring monthly expenditure. Chances of escapes should 
also then be minimised. 

18. That 45 prisoners are employed in the Press, the Jail 
receives no credit for the labour supplied. The Press should 
debit their account with the wages of these 45 men at the 
prescribed rate and the amount earned by them should 
be shown on the receipt side of the Jail account. That he 
was going further into the matter. 

19. On going through the History sheets it was noticed 
that men with previous convictions were only awarded 
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20 


simple imprisonment, it appeared that the Police wh.le 
nlacine cases before the Magistrates do not br.ng 
previous convictions to their notice. That he will make 
inquiries into the matter. 


The grinding room is ill-ventilated. This defect can be 
removed by making openings into the ceiling, if possible. 


21. That some of the Bajra was not quite cleaned This does 
not speak well of the supervision exercised over this branch 
of the Jail work. 


22. Solitary cells were all empty. Inquiries will be made why this 
mode of punishment is not inflicted by Magistrates in cases 
of habitual offenders.

Vhe number of grievances, brought be'ore the Court of Enquirr, was 
greatly in excess of the original complaints, and out of these no le.ss than 
ten wore found, on examination to be utterly groundless by the Court which 
has recommended their rej'^tion. However, to allay the present unrest 
which has arisen to a great extent from misunderstandings and ill-advice, the 
Council have decided to approve the Court’s recommendations In regard 
to the grant of free rations, the discontinuance of which was the principal 
cause of the outbreak, it must be remembered that the concession was made 
In- the late Darbar in compliance with a suggestion from his Excellency the 

Viceroy conveyed in his Kharita dated 24th M.arch 19,7. The suo-gestion 
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W-ns that free rations should be allowed for the period of War only. On the 
return of the Regiment from the War, Council accordingly asked for and 
obtained a ruling from the Government of India through the Inspecting 
Officer as to the date from which the free rations ought to be stopped. Tiie 
Inspectig Officer in his letter No. 768 dated 13th .March 1Q20 recommended 
that, although War concessions under the, Supreme Govenmenl’s ruling were 
to cease from the date on wliich the Lancers completed their assembly at 
their Peace Station Jodhpur yet these orders might be given effect to fiom 
the ist April 1920 But a further period for four months was allowed This 
question properly speaking, has been worked up on the plea of high prices tlial 
are still ruling The Council were alive to ihe fact that some increment was 
necessary but they naturally desired time to examine (he question caic fully 
as it involved substantial increases to recuiring expenditure. 


"With this object in view, vis, that the .simultaneous stoppage of all 
War concessions should not cause a sudden drop in the Rissala’s pay and 

allowances; — 

1. 'I'he increase in pay granted for the period of the War to the 

non-commissioned officers and sounus was still continued till 
the question of increasing their pay should be finally settled. 

2. On account ot gram deainoss any excess over 3/8/-in the ti eding 
charges were to be paid by the Darbar and this excels came to 
Ks. 8/- per man. 

The next point is the demobilization oi the ‘C Squadron. 

With regard to this, the Council maintain that the order for its 
demobilization was perfectly justified. It was in keeping with the spirit ot 
the orders of the Supreme Government on whose representation thisim'rca'.e 

was temporarily made vide Residents letter No 4640 of the lyih October i,;i 4 

This Squadron was r.iiscd for the War. With the termination of the. 
War its raisen retre, dearly vanished. It was in every tvay a right order. In 
the Court of bnquir) two British Officers of mature experience were associat- 
eJ They appear to share the conclusion that th.> recent behaviour of tlie men 
was not under the circumstances such as to call for very serious notice 

In reference to their views the Council, while approving the 

recommendation of the Court, feel cctnstramed to place on record that the 

Darbar is now being compelled by force measure to agree to ademanu which 
strikes at the root oi military discipline 

They can not hut entertain the gravest apprehension for tlie fuluie 
unless a proper .^ense of loyalty am' discipline can be reiiistilled into this corps. 

The Council thank tlie officets ot the Court of Enqmry for the 
careful report which they have submitted and trust that the officers of the 
l’ S T.oups will continue their efforts to improve the discipline and spinl 

of loyhty amongst the men, and b.ing them back to a right sense of duty

The Committee have not been able to -uphold this complaint as tiic 
conditions of service in the Jodhpur Lancers are admittedly totally different 
but they have recommended that pensions be granted 5 years earlier. The 
Council are not prepared to concede any alteration of the Pension Rules 
which were introduced in 1914 and confirmed by His Highness the late 
Maharaja in October, 1916 

They, moreover, consider that a man’s usefulness as a soldier docs 
not diminish until his fortieth year and in most cases a man retiring under 
the 20th years’ rule is less than 40 years of age. They will make a special 
concession in favour of all officers and men who proceeded on Active Service. 
The period or periods from the date of embarkation at a port for any theatre 
of the Great War until date of his return to jodhpur shall count as double for 
the purposes of pension. 

Council Meeting dated 13th August 1920, Regarding point V above. 

The Council has not po\\er to make permanent allienations of land 
during minority, nor would they feel justified in recommending such per 
manent grants of land, to the Darbar when he comes of age. The Council- 
however, to remove any sense of grievance on account of this unauthorized 
promise will make the same money grants to the heirs of all officers and 
men killed and to officers and men who have been wounded as granted by 
the British Government.

The court having assembled proceed to take evidence, Risaldar 
Cliatter.'al Singh, ist Regiment Sardar Rissala being examined states: — 

At Jodhpur on July 2gth iq 20, about to a. m on conclusion of 
.•^tables, and when all the officers had dispersed to (heir houses, I heard 
that eight or nine men of the Second Regiment hii comi over to the First 
Regiment) and, distributing themselves amongst the squadron had told the 
man on their oath that the men of ‘C‘ squadron. Second Regiment were 
about to be sent to jail and that they urgently required the assistance of 
their coniradei in the First Regiment. Thereupon all the N C Os and men 
of the First Pegiment left the lines and started off in the direction of the 
Second Regiment, 

As this was occuring, Ri.saldar Slier Singh and myself were having 
our meal in the mes.'?. It was brought to my notice that the men were 
proceeding to the line of the Second Regiment so we got up and asked 
them whv they were doing this and attempted to dissuade them from 
going. They paid no attention so I at once reported the matter to the acting 
Commandant. Capt. Anop Singh who having collected the officers proceeded 
M'ith them after the men, when we caught them up Captain 'nop Singh 
ordered us to fall in With our squadrons and to find out what the trouble was. 
The men paid no attention to us, we then tried to separate the men 
of the two regiments who Were all mixed up, but this also failed. 

Some N.C.O. told the men not to pay any attention to their Officers 
and that Hindus and Mahomedans who did not help their comrades in ‘C 
squadron would be branded as eaters of cows, pigs respectively. Captain 
Anop Singh then said if you will not obey orders then select delegates to 
come to me and state your grievances. No one came forward except 
Dafadar, Shaitan Singh who explained that alone he could do nothing. 
Captain Anop Singh then said I would like to address you, believe what I 
say or not as you like, but the men started talking and would not listen. 
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At this juncture the Officers of the ist Regiment joined up with 
those of the Second Captain Anop Csingh then asked the men of the First 
Regiment why they had come, to the Second Regiment: had they any 
complaints or grievances and if so, to state them. h«o reply was vouchsafed. 
Captain Anop Singh then moved away with the rest of the Officers which 
proceeding was greeted with clapping of hands by the men. Captain 
Anop Singh then went to the house of Major Ainan Singh, Second 
Regiment, the Senior Officer on the spot, related lo him what was happening 
and asked him to come at once. He did so. As he approached the men^ 
tfac sound of a whistle was heard and the men moved away in a body. 
Major Arnan Singh called for N. C. Os whereupon two came back. They 
said that amongst other things, the mustering out of ‘C squadron of the 
and Regiment, discontinuance of free ration, and failure to grant pay and 
pensions as laid down for Troops in British Indian Regiment, had 

precipitated the disturbances.

. Major Aman Singh then said- ‘‘Put your grievances on paper but 
do not stop work". No atleution was paid to this appeal but the N. C. Os. 
did say that when their requests were acceded u> they would return to 
duly. On this another bl.^st on a whistle was h;ard and the man moved still 
further away. 


A messenget was then sent to Colonel Maharaj Slier Singh, who at 
once came in his molbr. He asked the nieu lo gather round his car and 
state their grievances but they refused to move He then Went over to the 
men who remained seated and did not move or sainted. Major Aman Singh 
remonstrated witti the men whereupon they stood up. 

Colonel Maharaj Slier Singh again asked the men Wliat their 
grievances were, pointing out at the same time the foolishness of theii p^e^c^t 
action. The men replied that they had represented their case many times 
to their Commanding Officers, the Council and finally .rite Resident, but 
nothing had come of their repeated represenUtion. They again reiterated the 
grievances already alluded lo Colonel Maliaraj Sher Singh promised to lay 
them before the Council at once 


After that Colonel Maharaj bher Singh accompanied hv Captain 
Anop Singh proceeded to the Muhar.-ija Regent Sahib and ihc meti remained 
outside, their line.s awaiting the reply This was at about 12 noon. The 
men behaved in an orderly manner and there was no inciicment to violence.

tile entire night. 


On the nv'rning of llie 30th. I and Captain Anop Singii r.ttendedthe 
Council Meeting at 11 a m The Hesideiu ^ahib was present. I received a 

copy of an order from the Council (exhibit B) to be communicated to the 
men. I went to the lines ...id re-ul it out but the men demanded to see a 
siqu..,d c-opv endorsed Iv. tlie Resident Sahib, I had got no such copy with 
me 1 reunned to the council but it had dispersed. I found the .Maharaja 
Regent S.dnb to whom I related what had happened saving that the men 
demanded immediate aciion In the afternoon Pandit Sukhdeo Prasad. 
Revenue .Member, together with Lt Col. Mul Singh, Commandant of the 
Bikaner Doongar Lancers and late officer in the Sardar Rissala, Poona Horse, 
and. 26th Cav.d'v, addressed the men and endeavou.md to persuade them to 
inrtu-n ro dntv They ..lid thev would do "=0 when thev received the si^nec 
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document already alluded to. The Pandit then took a sowar with him and 
sent back bv the sowar a copy of the Council order bearing: his signature. 
'1 he men refused to accept this and again remained out all night. 

On the 3«st at II a. m. a messenger came to my ' house bearing a 
petition from the men (exhibit C) which demanded three concessions. If 
these were acceded to, over the signature of the Members of Council and 
endorsed by the Resident the men agreed to return to duty. 1 took the 
petition to the Council which then drafted exhibit D. which was signed by the 
Members and endorsed by the Resident. J then took the paper to the lines, 
read it out and gave it to the men. The men having heard it agreed to its 
terms and returned to duty. This was at about 3 p. m. 

I saw no actual acts of violence or incitement thereto, but one 
N. C. O. did warn me that if H. H. the Maharaja Regent Sahib came to the 
lines I had better not accompany him. 

I asked why andjhe replied that violence might be offered. 

The evidence is read over to the witness who acknowledges it to be 

correct. 

Risaldar Major Hem Singh, and Regiment Sardar Rissala being 
examined states: — 

I am at prcJent C squadron Commander. At a recent Council 
Meeting, it was decided that this squadron should be disbanded. This caused 
considerable teeliug and, on the aSih July, a deputation of about 50 men 
.awaited to Itis Highness the Maharaja RegentSahibathishoii.se. There 
was only . nc N. C. O. in the deputation. I tried to stop the men going 
whilst 1 reponed ihc matter to the Commanding O.bcer but they would not 
listen to me. '1 hev had an interview with His Highness who I understand 
said that if they weic not satisfied they could be transferred to other State 
troops. 'I he deputation then returned to the lines and I met them on the 
way. They were behaving in an orderly manner. 1 look four of them before 
Maharaj Sher Singh who enquired what they wanted. They complained 
that injustice had been done to them at a recent committee on their k»t and 
that if they were discharged or transferred they demanded six month’s salary. 
Maharaj Sher Singh told them to leturn to the lines and that he would 
bring their case to the notice of His Hjghne.ss the next morning when he 
visited the lines as was his custom They returned to the lines. 

The next morning 29ih the whole of C squadron except the N C. 
Os absented themselves from stables. When the Commanding Officer 
came down I reported this to him and fell in all the men in front of him. 
The men then said that if C squadron were disbanded they all wanted to go 
at once The Commanding Officer then said that this could not be arranged but 
that 64 men had been struck off the strength of the Regiment from different 
jquadrons. Certain other men of C squadron who had absented themselve.s 
from stablc.s and who wished to take their discharge, on being asked by 
.l.aharaj Sher Singh why they were absent, one of thorn Nand Singh replied 
that Major Aman Singh had told them that all C squadron were to go.

M.h.raj Sher Singh then sent for Major Aman Singh ordered Nand Singh to 
be confined ,n the guard room for telling a falsehood. About five minutes 
tater all the above mentioned men who had been absent from stables moved 
across to the quarter guard with the apparent object of releasing Nand Singh, 
colonel Maharaj Sher Singh cautioned them that their action might lead to 
bloodshed so they desisted. The Commandant then left the lines (aboutto.a mj 
about half an hour later same party returned to the quarter guard where 
shortly afterwards they were joined by many men of the first Regiment, 
The men of the second Regiment then released Nand Singh in spite @(! fiCi® 
protests of the Guard Commander. Captain Thakur Guman Singh then 
protested with the men at their action in releasing Nand Singh so the men 
put him back in custody. 

About this time for some reason or othir the“fall in” was sounded 
and both Regiments congregated as a crowd by the or guard of the second 
Regiments where the officers of that Regiment were assembled getting ready 
the pay. It was at this moment that the officers of the first Regiment 
mentioned by Risaldar Chattersal Singh came over. The remainder of my 
evidence with regard to the order of events which followed as is given by 
that officer. 

By the Court. 

Is the narrative of events in Col. Maharaj Sher Singh's evidence 
sub.«;equent lo his first visit 1 o His Highness the Maharaja Regent Sahib, 
and winch I have read over to you, in accoidance with what you yourself 
have heard or witnessed ? 

Yes. 

Do you know that certain men demanded the key of the Magazine, 

Yes. The magazine was opened by order of Jamadar Bhir Singh 
wished to obtain the weighing machine which was kept there. As soon as 
this had been produced the magazine was locked up again and Jamadar 
Buir Singh asked the key-keeper, L. Dafadar Onar Singh, to make the 
key over to him. Onar Singh did (his and Jamadar issued him a receipt 
for same. This took place at about to a. nt. 3*®^ 

The evidence is read over to the witness who acknowledges it to 
be correct. 

The witness withdrawn. 

1 143 Dafadar Sagram Singh being examined states: — 

I was Commander of the guard ,nd Regiment on July agth where Nand 
Singh was made over to roy custody by order of the Commandant, 
About ao minutes later some thirty men of C. squadron approached the 
guard and said they would lake Nand Singh away wtth them. I 
remonstrated with them, but they released him. 

Captain Guman Singh then appeared on the scene. He also remons- 
trated with the men so they put Nand Singh back again. The evidence ts 
read over to the witness who acknowledges .t to be correct. 

The witness withdrawn. 
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FAETII 

The Conrt proceed to examine the .complaints ennmera^ted beloi;? 
of the rank and file oi both Regiments. . 

In obtaining these complaints the Court adopted the foUoT^ing 
procedure. *ib6 President having assembled the personnel of both 
tt,egimentB (excluding the officers, asked the personnel to nominate two 
I>L C Os and two so»,ais from each Regiment as delegates to voice the 

grievances of the men. 

UnitE could also delegate ten men each to be present throughout 
the sittinga of the Court . 

Failure on the part of the Durbar to pay family pension to the heirs 
of certain personnel^ killed in Action and died of disease. 

From enquiry the Court find that in a few cases, owing to failure to 
nominate an heir on the death of heirs, uncertainty exists as to who should 
receive the money. The matter is under reference to the Civil authorities. 

The Court recommend that the Commandants of both Kegiment.s 
submit a report to the Inspecting Officer by isf January ipai) showing how 
many cases are still outstanding. 

Failure to pay a gratuity of Rsv too/- to all ranks, or their heirs on 
return from Active service. 

The Court examine a recruiting poster circulated widely during the 
War and find that above claim is based on a wrong interpretation of a 
certain paragraph. The mistake was explained to the delegates who agreed 
that they had made a mistake. 

That the one year's pay granted to the heirs of officers is not 
applicable to other ranks. 

The Court cannot uphold this claim any more than a claim for equal 
pay all round 

(',omri«in‘, That certain personnel who returned from Active service and who 

were passed fit for Report duty, subsequently voluntarily resigned owing 10 
ill health. The State has failed to pay these men the Rs. 50/- laid down in 
Md. Qr. Order No. 36 dated lath October 1916. 

The Court find that this order laid down the gratuity of Rs. 50/- 
for all those invalided cut by a Medical Board. The Medical Officer who was 
at the Depot during the War being called into the Court states that every 
facility was offered to the men to appear before the Boards ^^hich were held 
cverj’ three months, but that a number of individuals did lake their discliarge 
without appearing before the Boards. Under the circumstances the Court 
.arc of opinion that the claim cannot be upheld. 

That His Highness the Regent promised to grant 500 highas of land 
with a well to the heirs of those killed in Action and 500 highas of land with* 
out a well to those wounded, and that the promise has' been broken.

Ih siipport of this claim the delegates produce Regimental Ordet 
' Noi I dated witter resse and January J915, which reads as follows; — 

His Highness the Maharajah Regent Sahib Bahadur Sir Partap 
Singh has ordered that the heirs of those rrten killed in Action 
will receive one well and that those who get wounds will get a 
field of Sawnoo land. ” 

The Court do not feel competent to adjudicate on this point but 
invite His Highness’ attention to the order quoted. 

That many civil cases were given against families of rrien on Active 

service. 

The Court are of opinion that they cannot accept any evidence on 
this point but strongly recommend that every facility should be afforded to 
lodge appeals 

That during the absence of the Regiment many of our relatives died 
from influenza and plague. Our property was seized by thieves, our cattle 
auctioned by the local Civil authorities and the proceeds of the auction have 
never been received by us. 

The delegates have submitted the attached list ( exhibit ) of 
families who experienced the above hardship and the court recommends 
that tile Darbar institute enquiries. 

That “Rekh, Chakri” which has been in abeyance, has been again 
levied The delegated claim exemption for those who were on service with 
the bardar Rissala. 

The Court do not feel competent to deal with this mailer, but with 
reference to this complaint arid complaints 6 and 7 the Court would draw 
attention to exhibit which is a translation of an extract fronl a recruiting 
poster widely circulated by the Durbar during the War. 

That Field blmffa has been Computed on our dismounted pay instead 
of on our mounted pay. 

As this is the procedure adopted in British Indian Units the Court 
consider the delegates have no case. 

That no monetary rewards be paid with those medals granted by 
the British Government to which monetary rewards are attached This 
matter is under consideration by the Government of India and orders will be 
issued in due course. The Court are of opinion that some decision should 
be given at an early date 

That the period the Regiment was On Active service shall be counted 
double towards pension as promised. 

The Court are urtable to discover any evidence to support Ihi.s 
claim and must therefore disallow it. 

That the War gratuity and Field Batta should be paid for the rank 
held whether it be permanent, acting or temporary. At present it has not 
been so paid. 
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The Court uphold this complaint as justifiable and direct that hhaHa 
bills be prepared accordingly and be submitted to Government subject to any 
special restrictions prescribed by Government. 

That pay has not been given for permanent, actitig, or temporary 
*• rank held in the field by N. C. Os for the period such rank was held. The 
Ck)urt consider the complaint justified. Attached (exhibit C) shows the 
amount dues to personnel under this head and the money should be paid 
at an early date. 

In this connection the Court would point out that any excess over 
normal expenditure can be claimed by the Durbar from the Government of 
India. 

Cc-mr'f'ir.t That certain allowances and increments, sanctioned by the Com- 

manding Officer in the Field, for specialist etc. ( e g. Farriers Sign=illers^ 
etc. I have, owing to non-confirmation by the Darbar been disallowed The 
Court find that detailed information on this point is not available and that it 
will take some time to prepare same. The Court, therefore, recommend that 
the evidence be collected and when ready a report be made to the Inspecting 
Officer when a Committee will be ordered to enquire into the matter. 

compuint. That acting and temporary promotion made in the field has not 

been made permanent. 

The Court cannot uphold thi'^ complaint and Tfcommcnd that the 
procedure foil >\ved with British Indian Units be adopted. 

Comp^.int Tliat m:n who received temporary and acting rank in the Field are 

not permitted to draw the pension of that rank. 

The C.nirt recommend that the procedure laid down by the Government 
of Indii for dealing with this matter in British Indi.tn Units be observed. The 
procedure being a guide only fur rulingi as to eligibility for pension not the 

I ompuini sums, to be paid which shall follow those prescribed tor the Sardar Rissala.

That the pension rules in force for British Indian Units are not made 
appiicible to us. 


The Court cannot uphold this complaint. The conditions of service 
are lotally different. The Court, however, recommend that the pensions now 
in force for the N C. Os and men might be granted five years earlier, viz at 
15 and 20 years respectively, and this have effect from the date of return of 
Regiment to Jodhpur.

General Observations of the Court. 

The Court whilst deploring the .recent incidents are ol .opirildil 
that the immediate cause of the disturbances revealed by the evidence 
was due to the recent Council decisions. 

(1) Suspension of free rations. 

( 2 ) Abolition of C squadron 2 nd Regiment. 

A contributing cause was failure by the authorities to tedress certain 
minor grievances which have been irt existence for a considerable period. 

With regard to (i) The Court has recorded its recommendations. 

With regard to ( 2 ) The Court are of opinion that the order should be 
rescinded and that the necessary reductions be spread over all seven 
squadrons by accepting voluntary resignations only ahd that the question 
of abolishing C. squadron be postponed to a more favourable opportunity 

In order to accelerate the reductions considered necessary 
recruiting might be suspended as a temporary measure.

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Woteof dissent by the Vice-President of Regency Councii on 
the Revenue Member s note placed before the Councii on the 24th 
August 1920. 

When the above no^e recommending the appointment of Mehta 
Kishen Maliji as Assistant Superintendent. Court of Wards was read in 
the Louncil, I reminded H. II. the Maharaja Reg'ent Sahib Bahadur that 
Ki.shen Mallji s working in his capacity of Superintendent, Rekh and 
1 1 ukamnamah office, having been found un''atisfactory, he was removed 
from that post as specially' desired by His Highness in the last Regency 
Regime and that so the previous papers may be perused before the 
recommendation be considered, whereupon I was told that Kishen Mallji 
is a good luin and he does good Wv'u'k, Si) he mw be appointed as 
recommended by the Revenue Member on a salary of Rs. 250/- p. m ; 
and that there wts no necessity ol perusing the previous pipers. I could 
therefore, say nothing beyond that I dissented in the proposal. 

I have now gone through the previous papers and I find that in 
the last Regency time working of Kishen .Mallji as Superintendent, Rekh 
and Hukamnamah was found to be unsatisfactory, that he had money- 
lending transactions with several jagird irs and in this respect the great 
fault found in him w is tint from the m mevs collected fiom the Jagirdars, 
he was found to have creiited those collections towards his own private 
accounts with the Jagirdars and so during his incumbency as Rekh and 
Hukamnamah Superintendent the State dues got swollen instead of being 
curtailed, that in many instances he was found so much negligent of his 
duty that his pay was stopped, that he shew no improvement in spite of 
repeated warnings given to him by His Highness the Maharaja Regent 
SahibBahadur and myself, and his action in having accepted Hukamnamah 
(Succession Fee) from BabhutSingh in the Odit Jagir succession (Adoption) 
case having been reported to the Council as reprehensible by the then 
Revenue Member as well in his note of 5th October 1913, his pay was 
reduced from Rs. 250/- p. m to Rs. 175/- p m and he was removed from 
the responsible post of Superintendent Rekh and Hukamnamrh, as he had 
monetary transactions with numerous Jagirdars, and he was transferred a.s 
a Darbar’s Vakil at the Residency, Jeypur, on that reduced salary, vide 
Council Resolution No. 6 dated 20th December 1913, but Kishen Mallji 
then resigned his post. 

Here, I feel, I must point out that in his note of lotli September 
1908, R. B. Pandit Sukhdeo Prasadji, the then Senior Member, Mehakma 
Khas, reported to the then Rider of the State H H Alaliaraja Dhiraj 
Sir Sardar Singhji Sahib Bahadur, G C. S. 1 . , that under orders of H. H., 
Mr. Rhoda Mall, the then Superintendent, Court of Sardars was asked 
to explain the circumstances under which he joined Rai Seth Chand Mall 
in money dealings with the Rohat Thikana, that Mr. Rhoda Mall stated 
that he was unable to explain the circumstances of the transaction with the 
Rohat Thikana as the same had been 2 or 3 years previous to his 
appointment in this State and dining his absence in England by his late 
father R. B. Mun.slii Hardial Singhji, that afier his death though he was 
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anxious to sever his connection with the Seth but he could not do so as the 
Seth naturally did not like to take the whole responsibility upon himself 
of a Thikana which was heavily in debt; that many other officers were doing 
such monetary transactions with Jagirdars in Marwar, etc.etc In this note 
R. B Puadit Sukhdeo Prasadji remarked that:— 

"It is hardly necessary for me to comment on the explanations 
submitted by Mr. Rhoda Mall. This practice is no doubt reprehensible 
and needs strong action if it is to be put a stop to.” 

R. B. Munshi Harnam Dasji, the then Junior Member here 
remarked as below in his note of 29th August 1908. 

‘•‘These transactions are rather incompatible with the position of an 
officer who has to direct the management of jagirdars’ estates.” 

On these papers His late Highness Maharaja Dhiraj Sir Sardar 
Singhji Sahib Bahadur passed orders as follows on ist June 1909: — 

‘‘I have carefully gone through the papers and it is my deep regret 
that the Superintendent Court of Sardars has ignored his duty.” 

For the purity of the administration of this branch I cannot permit 
its being any further entrusted to a Judge whose behaviour in this case 
amply disqualifies him for being kept there, nor can 1 trust a person of 
such habits." 

‘‘Under the circumstances I order his dismissal, etc. etc.” 

R. B. Pundit Sukhdeo Prasadji in his note dated Abu the ist 
June 1909, to the then Junior Member says as follows; — 

‘‘Please see H. H.’s order dated the first June 1 am really sorry 
that Rhoda Mall should lose his service, but at the same time I must 
say that with all the education he has received, his behaviour is simply 
indefensible. His explanation that his father started the thing and he 
could not extricate himself cannot be held to be satisfactory. He could 
have done it if he really wished. He fuither say.s that others are doing 
the same. This is hardly a defence When the misdeeds of other.s will 
come to light they would be treated on their individual merits. Under 
the circumstances I feel it my duty to carry out H. H.’ orders with all 
loyalty and respect due to him. H. H. is perfectly right in keeping or 
say introducing purity in the administration and stopping malpractices, 
etc. etc." 


I have to say that Mehta Kishen Mallji had incurred grossest 
displeasure of H. H. the Maharaja Regent Sahib Bahadur and that H H. 
was extremely displeased with his behaviour for not only his continuing 
monetary transactions with Jagirdars, Kishen Mallji being Superintendent 
of the State office exclusively concerning thejagirdars, and for his recog^ 
nismg such successions in Jagir cases by way of adoption without referring 
to the Darbar records in their Hazuri Daftar and without obtainincr formal 
sanction from the Mehakma Khas, that H. H. had got him removed from 

the Rekh and Huhamnamah office and also reduced hts salarv and grade as 
stated above. ' ^ 
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I cannot make out how H. H. the Maharaja Regent Sahib Bahadur 
now reappoints that very man as an Assistant Superintendent in the Court 
of Wards office, ~ an office which is solely concerned wi'h jag-irdars alone, 
despite the fact that the man’s monetary dealings with the jagirdars are in a 
very large number. This practice of the State officials washeldto be much 
reprehensible also by the late Regency Council, vide Council Resolution No. 
2 dated 21st March 1914, copy herewith attached. 

I am also at a loss to understand that althDugii R B. P. SukhJeo Prasadji 
has been deadly against the practice of mDiiecary transactions of the State 
officials with the Jagirdars as so well depicted by him in his notes in thecase 
of Mr. Rhoda Mall, hovV he himself has recommended the reappointment 
of Kishen M illji in the Court of Wards Department, as this goes against a 
ruling laid down by His late Highness Maharaja iPhiraj Sir Sardar Singhji 
Sahib Bahadur. 

It is also worth mentioning here that Mr. Rhoda Mai’s monetary 
transaction with jagirdars as seriousi} taken notice of by H. H the late 
Maharaja Dhiraj Sir Sardar Singhji Sahib Bahadur at the instance of the then 
Senior vlember, Mehakma Khas was with the single Thikana ot Rohat, a 
transaction that was firmed b^ his father when he himself was a student in 
England, while Kishen Maliji has regular monetary transactions with very 
many jagirdars in Marwar. 

i feel I must honour the orders of His late Highness as passed on 
1st June 1909, and that I should not also ignore the orders contained in the 
Council Resolution No. 2 of 21st Match 1914-

The meeting was arranged to discuss the financial position of the 
J. B. Railway Provident Fund and to decide the best means for placing 
the fund on a satisfactory ’basis. 

On 31st March J920, the market value of the securities of the Fund 
■showed a depreciation -of Rs, 2,66,946/- as compared with the purchase 
price viz Rs. 8, 13,165/- This fall was due to the effect of the war on 
Government of India Securities in which 88% of the funds had been 
■invested. A Sinking Fund which had been started in 1918-^9 to act as 
a set off to depreciation amounted only to Rs. 5,378/- interest had further 
up-to-date been credited to depositors at 3|% as against 5^ % allowed on 
■other railways from ist April 1919. 

The following suggestions were put forward: — 

(1) For the three partners of the J. B. Railway system to 
provide an annual grant to the Sinking Fund until the 
amount was sufficient to cover the depreciation. 

(2) For the three partners to make good the amount of 
depreciation whenever it should be found necessary t-o sell 
secur^ities in order to settle up a depositor. 

(3) For the Jodhpur & Bikaner Durbars to take over the fund 
on the lines adopted by the Government of India in regard 
to the Provident Funds of certain other railways (vide note 
attached). 

(4) To sell all the Government paper now held by the fund 
and to invest the proceeds through the Agency of the 
Bikaner Government at the rate of 7%. 
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After considerable discussion it was decided: — 

(a) That the Management of the Provident Fund should 
remain in the hands of the Railway Administration and 
that the three partners would combine to maintain its 
solvency. 

^b) That the rate of interest for compulsory deposits and 
bonus should be raised from 3^% to 4^^ with effect from 
ist April 1920. As the present income derived from the 
investments of the Provident Fund was insufficient to meet 
this liability the deficit should be debited annually to the 
3 partners in the ratio of gross earnings. That the rate 
interest for voluntary deposits shall remain @3% as heretofore. 

(c) That in order to avoid the necessity of selling depreciated 
stock in an unfavourable market, whenever it will otherwise 
be necessary to sell securities in order to settle up one or 
more depositors at a time, no such sale of securities shall 
be made, but instead, a temporary advance free of interest 
will be charged to the partners in the ratio of gross earnings. 
The advance to be repaid at the convenience of the Provi- 
dent Fund as soon as its finances permit That the three 
partners will be liable for these temporary advances till such 
time as the market value of the securities of the fund is not 
less than their purchase price, or until depreciation is 
covered by the Sinking Fund. 

(d) That the Sinking Fund should be maintained and credited 
annually with interest earned from the funds at its credit, 

and that there is no objection to contributions from the 
Fine Fund being made to the Sinking Fund when the 
former is in a position to do so. 

(e) That as soon as the income from the investments of the 
Provident Fund exceeds the amount creditable to depositors 
at 4^% the balance should be credited to the Sinking Fund, 
until the depreciation on securities has been covered.

The Fund at present consists of compulsory and voluntary deposits 
from the Railway stafiF eligible for membership as well as the money 
at credit of the Fine Fund. The present state of the Provident Fund as 
on 31st March 1920, is described in the Auditor's Report for the year 
1919-20. On that date the securities of the Fund show a depreciation of 
Rs. 2,66,94-6/- on Rs. 8,13,165/- invested. This depreciation is, of course, to 
a certain extent abnormal and will not be pvermanent but as the majority 
of the investments are in 3^% Governrtient paper no rapid appreciation 
is expected in the near future. A Sinking Fund is in existence to act as 
a set off to depreciation but it only amounts to Rs 5, 378/- as the bund 
was started in 1918-19. The interest at present creditable to the deposi- 
tors is only 3f% as against 5^^ sanctioned by the Government of India 
from 1st April 1919 for the Provident Funds of State Railways and of the 
A. B., B. B. & C. I., G. I. F , Burma, E. I R, and M. & S. M , • 
Railway. The Sinking Fund can only be increased by keeping the rate 
of interest at 3!% and many years will elapse before the Fund will be 
strong enough to meet any call for payment to a depositor with large 
holdings unless the securities appreciate in a manner which seems unlikely 
at present 

The following pioposal is, therefore, put forward for the considera- 
tion of the Durbars. 'Fhe proposal is on similar lines to the arrangements 
made by the Government of India in regard to the Provident Funds of 
«he above mentioned Railways: — 

(i,' That the present securities of the J. B. Railway Provident 
Fund should be taken over by the Durbars at their purchase 
price. 

(ii) That all future deposits and bonuses should be credited to 
the Durbars. 

(iii) That all withdrawals should be made by the Railway by 
debit to the Darbars, 

(iv) That the personal accounts should be maintained by the 
Railway Auditor but that the books should be subject to such 
inspection or examination as the Durbars may desire. 

(v) Tliat bonus at joo% be guaranteed to the depositors. 

tvi) That interest @ 5^-% be credited to the depositors with effect 
from ist April 1919. On the same terms as in Railway 
Board’.-^ letter quoted in item (vii) below. 

(vii) That the other provisions of Railway Board letter No. 
400F/16 of 20th July 1920, should be adopted and that in 
future all Government orders on minor points to be followed. 
Any Government orders on major principles to be referred 
to the Durbars for orders. 

fviii) That the bine Fund be maintained & managed by the 
Railway administration i.c that the funds standing at credit 
of the Fine Fund in the Provident Fund bocks i. e, 
Rs 3,047/- on 31st March 1920, be excluded from the above 
proposals.

As the j. B. Railway system is a tripartite system the following are 
the means suggested for carrying out the above proposal:— 

(a) That the present securities be transferred to the Jodhpur & 

Bikaner Durbars in the ratio of the average gross earnings 
for the five years ending 31st March 1920. 

(h) That the Government of India be requested either (1) 
to hand over their share of the securities to the Jodhpur & 
Bikaner Durbars and to make good the difference between 
the purchase price and the depreciation in cash or (iij to pay 
to the Jodhpur & Bikaner Durbars their share of the 
purchase value of the securities in cash retaining their share 
of the securities. The credits to the Jodhpur & Bikaner 
Durbars will be made in the ratio of gross earnings of the 
Jodhpur & Bikaner railways for the 5 years ending 3tst 
March 1920. 

{c) That the Government of India bear their share of the 
bonuses as hitherto, which will be credited to the Jodhpur

From the above figures Rs. 3,047/- being amount at credit of 
Fine Fund should be deducted. It would be simplest to treat this as cash. 
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The Jodhpur & Bikaner Durbars will thus be in possession of all 
•the Funds of the Jodhpur Bikaner Railway Provident Fund and it only 
remains to be seen how future deposits (S bonuses will be credited to 
them and how future payments ( withdrawals ) will be debited to them. 
These credits and debits can be passed through the Railway accounts in 
the ratio given above /. e. 69% for Jodhpur Railway and 31% for Bikaner 
Railway. The share of bonus payable by the Jodhpur- Hyderabad 
Railway will also be credited in the same proportion. This ratio should 
be subject to revision at such times as the Durbars may desire. 

By this proposal the Durbars will, it is hoped, be saved from loss 
as it IS assumed they will not be forced to sell securities to meet withdra- 
wals in the same way that the j. B. Railway Provident Fund would be 
forced. Thus time would be given for these securities to appreciate. Jf 
the general principle is accepted the details in regard to apportioning 
paper not subject to exact division may be settled later — also what should 
be done with the money invested in England. 

It is suggested that interest on voluntary deposits be allowed at 
the same rates as that given in the Post Office Savings’ Bank which is 
at present 3% and which is the present rate allowed by the J. B Railway 
Provident Fund. 

Annual Budgets for Provident Fund receipts & withdrawals will 
be required from the Railway administration. The charges for bonus 
appearing as a debit in the Authorisation Rolls will appear as a credit in 
the Provident Fund Budget.

Shri Darbar’s current dues amount to Rs. 4,629/0/. The Thakur’s 
Kltangi expenses do not go beyond Rs. 7,000/ pe- annum. 
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That in order to improve the condition of the Thikana 
liquidating its heavy debts, it is proposed that the following arrangements 
may be given effect to: — 

(i) Khinwara Khas,- the average income of which is Rs. 7,000/- 
may be given to the Thakur for his' A7m>'o/ expenses. 

There are ten wells in this village which are mortgaged 
with Bohras in Baraskaii. These wells may revert to 
the Thakur as the BaraskaU period of each expires. 

Besides there are 4 wells given in Anvka to tlie Senior 
Thakurani Khangarotji by sanction of the iMehkma Khas, 

■ and two to the Junior Thakrani Deoriji. The ladies may 
retain pcsse^sion over their respective wells. The 
3rd Thukrani Tuarji at present receives a cash allowance 
of Ks. 54/- p. m. for her maintenance w'hich may be 
discontinued, and two wells Paota and Gangalia (wdiich 
have recently been taken from D'eoriji as she encroached on 
them against rule of the Thikana) be given to Tuarji in 
lieu of her allou'ance. 

(;2) All the other Thikana village^, excepting the mortgaged 
ones, may be placed under the Hawala Department for a 
period of at least J2 years up to S. 1988 (inclusiv^e) and their 
revenues be allotted as under: — 

(a) The revenue of Oayalpura which is Rs. 5,000/- may go 

towards liquidation of the Darbar arrears amounting to 
Rs. 63,179/2/. 

(b) Baleiao and Bhangesar revenue of wliich together 

averages 5,000/- may be allotted to Darbar current 
dues, ihe surplus being utilized in payment of Bohras 
debts. 

(e) Gaznipura and Thakurji-ka-Guda yielding Rs 4,000/ 
m'ay be set aside lor Bohras. In 12 years these villages 
will liquidate the Bohras debts to the extent of 
Rs. 48,000/-.

Their revenues up to 1968 w'ill also be 
available for Bohras debts. 

Tlvis at (he end of 12 years of Hawala control the Darbar debts 
are expec ed to be wholly cleared off, as Dayalpura is a more prosperous 
village than estimated above, and if it gives a surplus beyond discharging 
the Darbar liabilities at the end of the year 19S8, the same would go to the 
payment of Bohras debts. 

' The Bohras dvbt.s being repaid at the afoiesaid rate, would sink 
dowm to Rs. 34,310/- at the end of S. 198S, wdiich would be cleared off in 

further three years only, as Dayalpura, Javadia am! P.-Tadia will al.'-o he 

available for Bolwas, the annual alKitineut tor whose (h ld.s would in.- bom 

4,500/- to 12,647/- after S. 1988. 
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Thus the Patta of Khinwara may be quite solvent at the end of 
S. iggi when it may be made over to the Thakur, If the above proposals 
be approved, the Hawala Superintendent may be asked to take Gaznipura, 
Thakurji-ka-Guda, Dayalpura, Bhangesar and Balelao under Hawala 
management, leaving Khinwara to the Thakur.

Claim for declaration of right over a temple named Dadbi Mata’s 

Mandir. 

The plaintiff filed a suit in th*c Civil Com t No. 1 and obtained an 
expnrte decree on 3 tit December 1918. When the decree was being evecuted 
the defendants on 20th April 1919, applied to set it aside, stating, among 
other things that the suit being for possession of the temple full Court fees 
ought to have been paid and that the words “dispossessing the defendants” 
were fraudulently added in the plaint latter on. 


On 7th July 19:9, the Civil Court No i rejected this application but 
ordered staying of the execution of decree till deficient Court fees is paid 
up after inquiry. 


Against this order, the defendants appealed to Chief Court stating 
that the temple from which they were to be dispos.-^es.sed, was worth two lacs 
of rupees and that the lower Court had no jurisdiction to hear the suit. The 
Chief Court remarked that the record of the case shows that there was order 
for serving notice to the parties, it was not complied with. That in order to 
do justice in the matter, the plaintiff should be asked to give the Court fees 
i » full. 


On isthjuly 1920, the Civil Court ordered that Court fees be realized 
after valuation of the temple through the P. W. D. 

Against this order the plaintiff appealed to the Chief Court sr.ying 
that h.s claim was for declaration of right, the plaintiff having possession 
since a long time, the defendants having only the office of worshipping from 
which the former desired them to be dispossessed. That the lower Court’s 
order for valuation of the temple may be cancelled. 

The Chief Court on 30th August 1920, rejected the appeal on the 
ground that the question for decision was as to who w^as the owner of the 
temple. 
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The plaintiff files an Uzardari in the MehUnta Khas against the above 
order of the Chief Court : — 

The Judicial Member in submiliinjj- the papers to Council observes 
that the ownership as well as the possession of the temple is contested 
and the Plaintiff to avoid payment of Court fees wants to obtain his object 
through a cheaper mode of procedure by the case being taken up under 
“declaration of right ” 

Vakil Prithi Raj on behalf of the plaintiff and Partap Chand for the 
defendants appeared before Council and their arguments weie heard.

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On a reference to the Siiperintendeiit Haisyat Coutt, the latter reports 
that when the Tliikana came under Haisyat Court the liabilities amounted 
to Rs. gojodo/- of which Rs. 4<;,o o/- have been paid off. 1 hat out of the 
remaining aitiount of Rs J^K,oool-, Rs. 5,000/- mav be deducted on account 
of Buiia leaving Rs 40,000/- That recently the Thikana has settled a debt 
of Rs. 13,000/- by paying Rs. 6,550/- at -/q/- in a rupee, and that now a debt 
of Rs. 27,000/- remains to be satisne'd which may be comprdriiised as per 
Circular issued by the late Chief Judge Mr. Barr or a Sahukari Rukka may 
be taken from the Thikaita for payment of the remaining BohraS 

The parties tvere called before him by the Revenue Member and 
the Vdkil Thikana Korna submitted a Sahtikari Rukkd agteeing to pay 
annually Rs. 2,800/- (i. e. Rs. 43o/-i on account of the arrears of Rekh 
Chakri and the rest Rs 2,370/- for Bohras debts in two instalments Magh 
Sudi 15th and ]eth Sudi 15th. 

In forwarding the above Rukka the Superintendent Haisyat Court 
remarked that the sum of Rs. 2,370/- allotted to the Bohras contains a .sum 
of Rs 200/- for repayment of the debt of the Kkasi Peti Dukan and that 
the Jagtrdar has separately agreed to pay Rs. 600/- yearly on that account 
to Bakiat Department.

deficit, as an abnormal sum ofRs. 70,49,151/- is being allotted to Railway 
Capital Expenditure in the current year’s budget. This imprecedented pro- 
vision has been necessitated by the postponement for one cause or another of 
delivery of railway material which was ordered to make good, wear and tear 
during the war years, when replacement was impossible. .The cost of admi- 
nistration of every Department of the State has also gone up owing to the 
increase of pay on a percentage scale from 35% to 15% according to salaries 

on account of high cost of living. The cost of material and labour has also 
increased. 
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The receipts have been estimated too low as usual. Last year the 
actuals exceeded the estimates by 33% The present is not likely to prove 
a bad year. There is no reason why the Customs Department should not 
realise an income equal to last year’s instead of two lacs short. The Manager 
J. B. Railway has assured that the Railway receipts are likely to exceed his 
estimates as a result of the recent decision of the Railways Board to enhance 
parcel and traffic rates. Under the circumstances the Finance Member is 
inclined to think that there is likely to be a surplus instead of deficit. 
Nevertheless there is need for caution in the matter of expenditure and except 
in such essentials of decent Government as the spread of education and 
Medical relief, the undertaking of un-remunerative works is to be depreciated. 
The Darbar must continue to put by funds for the great Broad Gauge 
Railway scheme which is likely to have a considerable effect for the good on 
the future development of Marwar.

' Claim for execution of decree of Rs. 318/8. 

The facts of the case are that On 19th Septembdr 1910, tlie Civil 
Court awarded a decree for Rs. 318/-8 in favoUr of the decree-holder against 
Musammat Amba. On the file being sent to Hakumat Pali for execution 
■of the decree^ MUsammat Amba produced a Rukka dated Pos Sud 9th 
i' 96;6 before the Hakim, and stated that the decree-holder has written 
'tbere-in that he would not try to execute the decree against the Judgment- 
debtor. ThO H akim/ therefore, Stopped the' execution of the decree. 

.The decree-holder appealed fd* the Civil'Court which reversed the 
order of the Hakurnat and' -^^^it^ed the appeal on the ground that the 
-Rukka product was neither signed nor starnped. 

When the decree^holder again applied for the eJcCcuiion of hi.s 
decree to tlie Hakim ' of ' Pali; ' the -'judgmerit-debtor again’ appealed 'to the 
ludicial Superintendent of Sojat Circle witii the same objection. The Judicial 
Superintendent dismissed the appeal aid confirmed the decision of the Civil 
Court 
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The judgment-debtor then preferred an appeal before the Chief 
Court which upheld the decision of the Civil Court and dismissed the 
appeal, and remarked that the execution of the case has been delayed for 
9 years and they could not accept the appeal against the order of the Civil 
Court after a lapse of 4 years 

Against the decision of the Ch.ef Court, the Judgment-debtor filed 
an Uzardari in the Mehkma Khas bringing forward the same plea that the 
decree-holder has already been paid as per Rukka passed by him. 

The Vice-President in submitting the papers to Council remarked 
•that the Rukka was rightly rejected by the lower courts as it is neither 
signed nor stamped and that the appeal was lodged 4 years after the Civil 
Court’s decision, lhat the Uzardari miirtit be rejected. 

The parties appeared before Council. The original -Rukka was 
produced by the Judgment-debtor It was neither stamped nor signed by ■ 
the decree-holder, who stated that as Musammat .'\mba refused to abide 
by the terms of the Rukka in respect of a bait (ring) he did not sign it and 
hence it is worthless*

He rejected the central alignniertt, that is, Jodhpur, Ajmer 
Gangapdr, firstly because of difficulties of water supply and space at Ajmer, 
Secondly because Beavval- was a place into touch with which Karachi was 
tnost desirous of getting, and thirdly because the middle alignnient from 
Ajmer to Gangapur, or even from Beawar to Gangapur would be in his 
opinion too close to the existing metre gauge to tap new cduntry on the 
North though it might open up new country on the South. Mr. LaTouche’s 
alignment was accepted by the Council and the Resident, W. R. S. informed 
accordingly. 

The Resident, W. R. S. now intimates vide his letter No. 6760 
dated 7th December 1920, that the Government of India after considering 
all points, arO inclined to favour the central alignment viz. Jodlipur, Jetaran. 
Damora, Dilwara and Nawai to Gangapur, because a ruling gradient of i in 
333 can be obtained, where as if the alignment runs through Beawar the 
gradient will be raised to 1 in 250. Several reasons are also given for selecting 
Gangapur as the point of junction with the existing Broad Gauge line.

1. The question of consolidated pay was the main grievance of 
some of the workshop men when there was partial strike. 

2. The special overtime of 2 hours and the War allowance 
drawn by certain employees in the Loco, and Store Dept, will 
be included in the consolidated pay. 

3 In other Departments, the War allowance and the fixed pay 
will be consolidated. 

4 In January 1920 the case of permanent way gangmen and 

. the Traffic menials, was not taken notice of, with the result 

that the maintenance of permanent way has fallen off to a 
dangerous extent and only old and inefficient labour is 
available. The T raffic menials such as pointsmen etc. being 
poorly paid, are inexperienced and the causes of frequent 
petty accidents and thefts. 

NoTE.—In this connection the Manager remarks that certain 
maximas and minimas have been slightly altered to correct 
a few hard cases which remained last year. 

5. Exclusive of the consofidated pay, the famine allowance will 
continue to be paid as long as price of grain remains high. 

Lastly he proposes the improvement of the pay of the Jodhpur 
Railway Police and to bring them into Une with the State Police and that 
thib will effect Jodhpur Railway only.

who were charged with dacoity committed within the Jurisdiction of 
village Nimaj in Sirohi upon Noor Mohomed and other butchers of Deesa. 
At first the surrender was refused owing to certain discrepencies pointed 
out by the Chief Judge in the case. 

On 14th October 1920 the Resident, W. R. States rightly insisted 
upon the grant of extradition on the basis of indentification. 

On the I. G. P, having been ordered to secure the arrest of Pirji 
and others, the former intimated that Pirji Jagirdar of Uchmat is reported 
to be in Gujrat, while the other accused are not traced at Uchmat. 

That recently on receipt of a D. O. letter dated 17th September 1920, 
from the Resident, the Council have agreed in their Resolution No. 13 dated 
28th September X920, to co-operate with the Sirohi State in extradition of 
offenders and similar matters. That he (the Political and judicial Member/ 
discussed the whole question of extradition with Colonel Maepherson and 
the line of policy agreed upon has been one of mutual trust and prompt 
and cordial co-operation. That the guiding principles in future will be; — 

1. No Jagirdar as a rule will be surrendered, and punishment, 
in the case of his conduct having been proved culpable, will 
be meted out by the Darbar within whose territory his Jagir 
lies With a view to avoid border fueds and complications, 
this provision has been held expedient and politic. 

2. As a general rule, on receiving the Prfma Facie case, no fresh 
inquiry will be set on foot by the Darbar to whom 
application for surrender has been made. 

3. Due care will be exercised to avoid all such applications as 
may, in any way be connected with the acknowledged or 
disputed civil rights. 
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The Political and Judicial Member in submitting the papcr 
remarks that wardats on the border are getting rife and the Dewal Deoras 
are relapsing to their old habit of ’harbouring offenders and fattening 
themselves on the pillage of innocent Kayots. Until stringent measures 
are not adopted and the Jagirdars are not made fully alive to their responsi- 
bility, there will be no peace on the border. Under the circumstances it 
seems advisable to attach Pirji’s village Uchmat and put a strong punitive 
Thana until the Jagirdar returns and surrenders all the accused. 

That the Hne of policy settled with Colonel Macpherson may be 
approved. 

19. Resolution — 

Resolved that the village Uchmat be attached' and a strong punitive 
Thana be kept there until the Jagirdar (Pirji) returns and surrenders all the 
accused.

It will be convenient to state how far the Darbar may be said to 
have definitely committed themselves to this proposal. I„ my letter No. 
4o7/Ry.ii4 dated 31st December igig, I informed you that the Council of 
Regency were of opinion that the suggestions of the late Manager should be 
adopted. Mr. La Touche’s Scheme was: —

This scheme involved the construction by the Government of India 
of a new Broad Guage Line from Beawar to Siwai Madhopur, which has 
secured great advantages over other alignments proposed. But althou^'h 
the Regency Council have expressed a preference for this particular project 
they would raise no objections to the Broad Guage being taken on either 
from Ajmer or Nasirabad to Gangapur or any other point on the exi.sting 
Broad Guage line, for since the Jodhpur Railway is the receiver only and 
not the gatherer of the traffic between Karachi and Northern India (United 
Provinces' It follows that the best scheme devised by the Government of 
India outside Jodhpur will also be the best scheme for the Jodhpur Railway. 
In other words the Darbar are prepared to conform to whatever alignment 
is considered best beyond its territories to the Eastward. However, it must 
be clearly understood that the Darbar, before proceeding with the conversion 
of any part of their own line would ask for an assurance from the Government 
of India that the eastern section to the Nagda Muttra Railway was to be 
taken in hand within a definite period from the date of the conversion from 
Hyderabad to Jodhpur. 


Their reasons are;- 

(t) If the Broad Guage from Hyderabad were to be brought up to 
Jodhpur city only and the terminus to stay there for any length of time, the 
Jodhpur Darbar would give stand to give little or no advantage from their 
increased Capital outlay. Even supposing that the B. B. &. C. I. were able 
to deliver to us at Kuchaman 300 wagons equal to 3000 tons per day which 
some years ago was the maximum they were able to carry, it is doubtful if 
the purely Jodhpur Railway Section of the Broad Guage from Jodhpur 
towards Hyderabad cculd be made to pay a reasonable dividend. 

f'z) If the Government of India were unable to give any guarantee 
to construct their Broad Guage line, eastwards within a definite period it is 
conceived that in the lapse of time other contingencies might arise, w^ch 
would lessen the urgency of the project and cause its abandoninent, e 
Darbar would then be left with an incomplete Broad Guage line within their 
own territory. I may, however, say that no reliable estimates have as yet 



been evolved and that the calculations made s 6 ifar Ate adrdiltedly bascdl 
upon most uncertain factors, connected With the cost of material and wages 
of labour etc. 

The estimates given in para 2 of your letter, as repeated below, 

amount to slightly over 3 crores Of rupees and are in the opinion of the 
Kegency Council within the Darbar’ s capacity to financet

In support of this contention I attach tvVo statements [t) Asset-; of 
the State, (2) Annual income and expenditure of the State for Iasi 5 years. 

As regards statement (i / it should be understood that there are no 
liabiruies. The Assets consist of investments having a face Value of 
Rs. 2,42,07,700/ originally purchased for Rs. 2,36,66,058/ and with a present 
market value of Rs. 1,66,97,457 of these investments, a sum of 35,35,000/ is 
deposited in Short TermBonds maturing from time to time within the current 
financial year The remainder which are permanent investments amounting 
to Rs. 2. 06, 72, 700 can be hypothecated to the Bank of Bombay as security 
for ah advance equivalent to their market value and bearing interest at the 
current Bank Rate ( which is now 5 per cent). The total interest now 
accruing on the advance from the bank would amount to Rs. ii, 75,000. 

The other asseets consist of the existing Metre Guage Railways on 
which the capital outlay has been Rs, 2,34,50,100 and of which the annual

Statement (ii) shows that the average annual surplus of income over 
expenditure in the last five years in two of which (i9i5-i6andi9i8/i9)famine 
was declared and which on account of heavy War. charges can scarcely 
be regarded as favourable, amoiinted to Rs. 10,54,900. The last two of these 
years have been rendered still more expensive by ihe demise of the late Ruler 
and the liquidation of large personal, liabilities incurr ed by him.

As regard's th'e further question of undertaking to finance the 
conversion ot the British Section from Hyderabad to the Western boundary 
ef Jodhpur territory, the Darbar consider that every effort should be niaac 
to accept the suggestion. 1 he Government of India are offering what appears 
to be a very valuable concession and one which will tend to become more so 
still as time goes on. 

The Jodhpur Darbar understand that a division of earn'ngs based on 
Capital expenditure would mean that their rates of earnings would be in the 
proportion that the new Capital outlay bears to the original cost of the Metre 
Ouage. Moreover, the additional length of '12^ miles should reduce general 
working expenses of the Jodhpur Railway ond might give us a better command 
of the route. 

From tbi^ p6int of view i e. if the Darbar are to finance and 
construct and wOrk the line from Hyderabad on such suitable terms, it might 
be worthwhile to agree to the earlier construction of the line into Jodhpur. 
For in that case besides the advantage gained in securing this valuable 
concession a postponement in construction of the last section to the East of 
Jodhpur vvduld give more time for finding the additional Capital required to 
complete the entire scheme. 

In this case the amount required to finance thefirsthalf of the scheme 
from Hyderabad to Jodhpur according to the figures quoted in your leiter, 
would be Rs. 3,00,24,543 or practically the same sum as was estimated for 
construction of section within Marwar territory. Only 85 miles would remain 
to be constructed from Jodhpur to its eastern border. This last portion would 
await the convenience of the Government of India with alwaj s ihe sli,^ht 
po.ssibUily that the Kuchaman Road, Delhi and Agra conversion might be 
once again reverted to and accepted by all concerned.

The Judges of the Chief Court taking the following facts in to 
consider ation find that these circumstances are convincing and show that 
Bhikla the deceased was murdered in the Parwa by means of the sword and 
the man who did the deed is- Gudar Singh the accused: — 

(1) The accused Gudar Singh sending for the key of the Nora. 

(2) Gudar Singh giving out that ornaments were in the pot in 
the shelf. 

(3/ The recovery of the ornaments from the pot 

(4) The ornaments being blood-stained and being identified as 
those which the deceased was given to wear. 

(5) The Nora from which they were recovered being of Gudar 
Singh or at least one in which , he used to pass his time 
during the day, 

(6) The rentilated corpse of the deceased found in the very 
Nora with other things belonging to the decease:!. 

(7) There being blood stains on ihe walls and the floor. 

(8j The sword in the Patwa being stained and bearing the 
name of. the father of the accused and his unreliable 
Version about its being stolen and belonging to his 
brother. 


With regard to Kalia, the judges of the Chief Court do not hold 
that Kalia was an accomplice because his very statement shows that he was 
told about the murder by Gudar Singh the accused. His fear was due to 
his attachment. for his master the accused and to his hiding the murderer 

and, therefore, they are of opinion that a case of murder or abetment of 
murder is not made out against him, and so they recommend him to be 
discharged and set at liberty. 



In submitting the case for final orders the Judges remark that in 
their opinion Gudar Singh, the accused son of Hir Singh Udawat of Karm- 
awas has committed murder and they find him guilty of it and unless the 
Council be pleased to commute the death sentence on account of his acre 
being 20 years, by exercising their prerogative of mercy, there being no 
extenuating circumstances in the case, the punishment they recommend 
is the extreme penalty that is, he be hanged by the^neck till he is dead.
